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THE  outstanding  act  of  the  General  Court  of  1722-1723  was  the  declaration 
of  war  against  the  Indians.  The  attitude  of  the  Eastern  Indians,  those, 
most  open  to  French  influence,  had  become  more  menacing  and  late  in 
June  definite  information  was  received  of  hostile  acts,  houses  burned,  cattle  killed 
and  captives  taken.  Expresses  were  sent  to  towns  east  of  Merrimack  River  to 
warn  them  of  their  danger,  the  forces  intended  for  the  defence  of  that  region  were 
ordered  to  repair  to  their  respective  posts,'  and  a  joint  committee  prepared  a  gen- 
eral plan  for  seizing  as  many  Indians  as  they  had  made  captives,  especially  to  seize 
the  Jesuit  Rale,  to  renew  the  ancient  amity  with  the  Five  Nations  and  induce  them 
to  engage  on  the  side  of  the  English,  to  provide  whale-boats  and  a  sloop  and,  if  fur-- 
ther  outrages  be  committed,  to  increase  the  forces  by  two  hundred  men.^  The  plan 
involved  too  much  to  be  accepted  in  its  entirety,  and  while  the  additional  force 
was  approved  and  whale-boats  ordered,  recourse  was  had  to  a  remonstrance  to 
the  Norridgewock  Indians  for  their  misbehavior  and  an  enquiry  of  those  of 
Penobscot,  whether  they  had  taken  part  in  the  hostilities.'  The  French  gov-- 
ernor,  Vaudreuil,  admitted  his  advice  and  assistance  to  the  Kennebeck  River 
Indians  in  their  attacks  on  the  English,  but  the  sole  reply  open  to  Massachusetts- 
Bay  was  a  humble  address  to  the  king  praying  his  commands  and  gracious  favor.* 
In  matters  of  detail  on  the  measures  best  adapted  to  the  situation  differences 
between  the  two  Houses  developed  and  a  number  of  resolutions  were  framed  and 
rejected  by  one  or  the  other.  The  House  proposed  to  send  two  persons  with  a 
skilled  interpreter  to  the  Eastern  Indians,  to  demand  an  explanation  of  their 
late  insults  and  acts  of  hostility,  to  propose  a  meeting  at  Arrowsick  where  the 
Indian  hostages  might  be  exchanged  for  white  captives  and  where  any  just 
article  of  grievance  might  be  treated.'  The  Council  desired  to  set  up  trading 
houses,  which  would  make  the  Indian  more  dependent  on  government,  but  the 
House  refused  to  accept  the  addition,*  nor  would  it  accept  a  modified  proposal,  for 
securing  his  adherence  and  dependence  on  government  by  supplying  him  with 
clothing  and  other  necessaries  at  easy  rates  and  prices.^ 

The  importance  of  obtaining  neutrality  and,  possibly,  the  aid  of  the  Five  or 
Six  Nations  of  New  York  became  greater  as  the  menace  of  the  Eastern  Indians 
became  more  threatening.  On  the  application  of  a  present  of  £1000  which  had 
been  voted,  the  government  of  New  York  must  first  be  consulted,  for  the  Five 
Nations  were  under  that  jurisdiction.  A  personal  difference  arose  on  the  commis- 
sioners to  treat  with  the  Indians,  for  the  Governor  refused  to  consent  to  Elisha 
Cooke  as  one  of  them.*  As  the  court  was  about  to  be  prorogued,  joint  committees 
were  named  to  draw  up  the  address  to  the  king  and  to  report  on  the  present  to  be 
made  to  the  New  York  Indians.' 
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The  General  Court  was  prorogued  July  7  and  again  met  August  8.  In  the 
interval  the  Indian  situation  had  become  so  acute  that  the  Governor,  by  and  with 
the  advice  of  the  Council,  had  declared  war  against  the  Eastern  Indians,  had 
sought  to  cover  the  harvest  and  put  the  frontiers  in  the  best  posture  of  defence. 
He  favored  a  vigorous  policy  but  demanded  greater  freedom  for  himself  and, 
Council  if  the  war  was  to  be  vigorously  prosecuted.'  The  House  approved  the 
declaration  and  promised  "all  Chearful  and  Necessary  Assistance"  in  so  vigorous 
a  war  that  the  Indians  might  "be  never  able  more  to  rise  up  against  this  People."  ^ 
The  Province  had  at  the  time  636  men  in  its  service,  as  yet  covering  the  frontiers 
and  securing  the  harvests,  but  without  definite  instructions  on  the  war.'  As  to 
securing  allies  from  the  Five  Indians  the  New  York  authorities  wisely  held  that 
to  invite  the  Indians  to  participate  would  draw  on  a  general  Indian  war,  and 
therefore  Massachusetts-Bay  should  confine  its  efforts  to  secure  their  neutrality 
and  hold  no  conference  with  them  save  in  the  presence  of  representatives  of  New 
York.''  Yet  the  Indians  had  acted  for  themselves,  and  while  the  Court  was  not  in 
session  delegates  from  the  Six  Nations  came  to  speak  with  the  Eastern  Indians, 
Governor  Shute  sent  three  of  the  council  with  them,  to  be  witnesses  and  to 
protect  them  against  the  wiles  of  Rale,  who  had  affixed  an  insolent  letter  at  Nor-. 
ridgewock.*  The  Indian  representatives  could  not  bring  about  a  peace  but  they 
proposed  a  conference  to  be  held  at  Albany.*  As  an  alternative  the  House  pro- 
posed that  the  meeting  be  held  at  Deerfield  or  some  other  place  in  the  County  of 
Hampshire;  the  Council  thought  the  place  need  not  be  then  determined.  To  leave 
that  question  unsettled,  the  House  stated,  would  defeat  so  favorable  an  oppor- 
tunity to  hasten  the  end  of  the  war,  and  the  Council  accepted  Deerfield,  with  the 
proviso  that  the  Indians  should  agree  to  it;  if  not  and  they  should  insist,  the 
government  would  meet  them  at  Albany.  The  House  rejected  the  amendment, 
asserting  that  it  would  inevitably  fix  the  place  of  treaty  in  the  government  of  New 
York,  "which  this  House  is  fully  persuaded  will  not  be  for  the  Honour  and  Serv- 
ice of  this  Government.'"  As  the  Council  insisted  upon  its  amendment,  a 
deadlock  threatened,  which  the  Council  attempted  to  avoid  by  proposing  to  call 
in  the  agency  of  the  Governor  of  New  York.  Even  this  suggested  measure,  which 
would  seem  to  have  been  essential  in  any  dealings  with  these  Indians  of  New 
York,  divided  the  two  Houses,'  and  as  the  time  for  the  departure  of  the  delegates 
drew  near  the  House  asked  for  action  but  expressed  the  wish  that  whatever 
should  be  proposed  to  the  delegates  the  whole  Court  should  prepare.  It  carried 
its  point  and  in  the  draft  of  proposals  insisted  on  the  words  "General  Court"  to 
be  substituted  for  "I"  wherever  used,  and  on  their  participation  in  the  delivery.' 
The  incident  closed  with  a  ceremony  thus  planned  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  all 
concerned,  except  to  the  Indians,  who  had  asked  for  the  release  of  a  family  of 
Indians,  held  under  suspicion  of  hostility  to  the  settlers,  and  for  whose  good  con- 
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duct  the  delegates  had  engaged.  To  remove  their  uneasiness  and  to  cultivate  a 
hearty  understanding  this  family  was  set  free  and  delivered  to  the  delegates  of 
the  Six  Nations.' 

Facing  actual  war  the  House  and  Council  at  first  worked  in  harmony.  They 
passed  acts  to  "encourage  the  prosecution  of  the  Indian  enemy"  and  to  put  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Province  in  a  posture  of  defence,-  increased  the  force  in  York 
County  by  one  hundred  men  and  took  measures  to  secure  the  western  frontiers.' 
Discord  appeared  when  the  House  rejected  a  bill  on  mutiny  and  desertion,  a 
measure  of  no  novelty  and  considered  necessary  in  time  of  war.*  Subjects  for 
difference  multiplied.  In  one  respect  the  House  occupied  a  position  of  great 
strength  which  justified  its  insistence  on  being  a  full  partner  in  the  conduct  of  the 
war.  In  the  previous  year  to  protect  the  frontiers,  companies  for  scouting  had 
been  raised  and  placed  at  the  more  exposed  points  and  provision  made  for  their 
support.  Complaints  of  ill  treatment  and  corrupt  practices  began  to  come  in, 
based  upon  specific  instances  and  reliable  witnesses.  The  House  took  notice  of 
these  complaints  and  proposed  to  investigate  their  truth  and  extent.  The  first 
step  taken  was  to  appoint  a  committee  of  weight  to  consider  the  state  of  the  forces 
and  to  prevent  their  being  defrauded  of  their  wages.*  The  immediate  cause  had 
been  noted  in  the  March  session  of  the  previous  General  Court  when  the  House 
proposed  to  stop  certain  sums  from  the  wages  of  officers  to  make  good  to  the 
soldiers  money  kept  from  them  contrary  to  usage  and  regulations.  As  the  Coun- 
cil did  not  act  the  reparation  had  not  been  made,  so  the  House  again  proposed  its 
measure.'  Before  the  committee  reported,  the  House,  on  complaints  from  soldiers 
of  not  having  received  their  wages,  though  the  muster-rolls  had  been  allowed, 
gave  positive  directions  in  the  matter.^ 

In  the  August  session  enough  information  against  certain  officers  had  been  ob- 
tained to  warrant  action,  and  the  first  to  be  selected  for  discipline  was  Major 
Samuel  Moodey,  who  was  in  command  of  the  forces  at  the  Eastward.  Because, 
as  was  charged,  he  had  indulged  his  men  in  drink,  had  denied  assistance  to  the 
inhabitants  and  been  remiss  in  keeping  proper  night  watches,  the  House  "ear- 
nestly desired"  the  Governor  to  suspend  him  forthwith  and  to  direct  him  to  come 
to  Boston  to  answer  the  charges  made  against  him.*  The  Council  wished  to  take 
the  milder  course  of  ordering  Moodey  to  attend  to  answer,  but  the  House  stood 
firm  and  called  down  from  the  Governor  a  rebuke  for  proposing  to  suspend  an 
officer  before  he  had  been  heard  on  affidavits  taken  in  his  absence  —  "which  I 
think  is  contrary  to  the  Liberties  of  an  English  man." '  The  House  was  able  to 
cite  a  precedent  for  its  action  and  did  not  believe  they  had  made  an  unreasonable 
request,  adding  that  they  were  still  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  "to  the  dishonour 
of  this  Government,  and  greatly  disserve  the  Good  Designs  now  on  Foot  respect- 
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ing  the  Indian  Rebels,"  for  Aloodey  to  be  continued  in  his  post  until  the  charges 
had  been  answered.'  Not  immediately  hearing  from  the  Council  the  House  re- 
peated its  desire  that  Moodey  be  dismissed  and  stopped  his  pay.^  Prorogation 
prevented  further  action.  One  abuse  was  prohibited.  To  correct  certain  prac- 
tices it  was  resolved  that  no  officer  should  presume  "directly  or  indirectly  to 
Exchange,  Sell,  or  Dispose  of  any  Man  or  Men"  under  his  command,  without 
special  leave  first  obtained  from  the  Captain-General,  or  carry  on  the  rolls  in- 
habitants of  the  frontier  towns  and  places,  enlisted  in  the  room  of  any  of  the 
detached  forces.' 

Upon  reassembling  in  November,  the  Governor  still  being  inactive  on  the 
charges  of  misconduct  of  officers,  the  House  sent  two  committees  to  the  frontiers 
to  examine  the  muster-rolls  and  the  complaints  of  great  abuses.^  It  also  opened 
another  channel  for  requiring  explanations  from  the  Governor,  by  framing  ques- 
tions on  the  operations  against  the  Eastern  Indians,  on  which  reports  indicated 
that  orders  had  not  been  obeyed.  It  had  voted  men  and  supplies  for  an  expedi- 
tion to  Penobscot  and  marches  into  the  enemy's  country,  but  had  not  been  in- 
formed of  the  measures  taken,  or  orders  given,  or  advices  received  from  the  oflS- 
cers.  It  asked  the  Governor  for  information  upon  these  points  and  professed  to  be 
"wholly  at  a  loss"  on  what  was  requisite  to  further  the  war  until  the  information 
should  be  given.  The  Governor  replied  that  circumstances  had  caused  the  Pe- 
nobscot expedition  to  be  laid  aside  and  the  forces  had  been  employed  in  marching 
in  quest  of  the  enemy,  but  with  no  other  success  than  protecting  the  frontiers.^ 
The  explanation  did  not  satisfy  the  House,  who  would  examine  the  commander 
of  the  expedition  on  the  causes  of  the  "  miscarriages."  The  Governor  was  desired 
to  express  his  orders  to  Colonel  Walton  to  appear  before  the  House  "to  render 
his  reasons,  wherefore  the  Orders  relating  to  that  expedition  had  not  been  exe- 
cuted"; but  the  Governor  returned  answer  that  "He  would  take  no  Notice  of  the 
Message  unless  it  came  other-ways  expressed,"  as  he  and  the  Board  were  satisfied 
about  the  expedition,  and  "he  thought  everybody  else  was."  He  would,  how- 
ever, give  orders  to  the  officers  to  account  to  him  for  their  conduct.*  The  reply 
only  increased  the  anxiety  of  the  House  to  examine  Colonel  Walton,  and  on  the 
next  day  it  asked  in  respectful  terms  if  the  Governor  "will  please  send  for  Colonel 
Walton,  according  to  the  desire  of  the  House,"  and  was  curtly  answered  that  "his 
Excellency  would  make  answer  to  the  House  when  he  thinks  it  proper."  Unshaken 
in  its  determination  the  House  on  the  day  following,  in  even  more  respectful 
language,  alleging  that  the  denial  by  the  Governor  had  "Extreamly  discouraged 
the  House  in  projecting  any  Schemes  for  the  future  carrying  on  of  the  War,  under 
any  views  of  Success,"  did  once  more  "with  the  greatest  Sincerity  and  Concern 
for  our  Countries  good"  ask  that  speedy  orders  be  issued  for  Colonel  W^alton's 
presence,  and  again  the  Governor  rebuffed  it,  saying  "He  would  not  receive  it, 
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and  so  went  his  way."  '  A  Committee  composed  of  the  Speaker  and  eight  of  the 
leading  members,  evidence  of  the  importance  attached  to  the  message,  went  to 
the  Governor's  house  to  request  him  to  return  to  the  chair  in  the  morning  to  pass 
upon  some  matters  of  importance,  and  he  sent  word  from  his  chamber  "That  he 
would  not  be  spoke  to  by  any  body."  ^ 

The  persistence  on  both  sides  would  show  that  a  question  of  privilege  or  pre- 
rogative was  involved,  and  this  is  indicated  in  the  next  move  by  the  House,  which 
desired  the  Governor  to  order  Colonel  Walton  to  Boston,  and  "when  he  hath 
attended  his  Excellency,  the  Governor  would  please  to  direct  him  to  wait  on  this 
House,"  etc.,  thus  recognizing  that  the  officer  was  under  the  orders  of  the  Gov- 
ernor, who  was  commander-in-chief  of  the  forces.  By  the  same  express  that  car- 
ried the  Governor's  orders  the  House  indicated  what  was  required  of  Walton,' 
and  added  a  request  for  summons  for  three  other  officers.  The  Governor  had 
carried  his  point  and  gained  a  technical  advantage  by  suggesting  that  all  messages 
from  the  House  of  a  public  nature,  wherein  the  whole  government  was  concerned, 
should  be  sent  to  the  Council  and  not  to  him  immediately,  for  he  thus  deprived 
the  House  of  opportunity  to  annoy  or  persecute  him  individually.^  Yet  the  par- 
ticipation of  the  House  in  the  war,  the  source  of  all  supplies  of  money,  men  and 
provisions,  made  a  better  organization  expedient,  if  not  necessary.  On  December 
6,  knowing  the  inconvenience  of  a  long  session,  the  House  proposed  a  committee 
of  eleven,  seven  from  the  House  and  four  from  the  Council,  to  meet  once  in  four- 
teen days  or  oftener,  during  the  recess  of  the  General  Court,  to  consider  what  was 
necessary'  to  be  done  and  lay  their  conclusion  before  the  Governor,  for  his  appro- 
bation and  consent,  he  to  carry  it  into  speedy  execution.* 

After  an  interval  of  four  days  the  House  determined  to  wait  no  longer  for  the 
Board  to  act  on  the  proposed  recess  committee  and  proceeded  to  take  up  the  re- 
port of  the  committee  recently  returned  from  the  eastward.'  The  Council  gave 
as  a  reason  for  unanimously  rejecting  the  proposal  for  a  committee  during  recess 
that  the  administration  of  the  government,  in  the  recess  of  the  General  Court, 
was  by  the  royal  charter  vested  in  the  Governor  and  Council;  "and  they  cannot 
apprehend  it  consistent  with  their  duty  to  give  up  the  trust  thereby  reposed  in 
this  Board  into  the  hands  of  a  committee,  as  proposed."  But  desirous  to  advance 
the  prosecution  of  the  war,  it  provided  for  a  joint  committee  of  both  Houses, 
which  should  report  to  the  Court  as  soon  as  might  be.'  Without  a  dissenting  vote 
the  House  non-concurred,  and  insisted  on  its  privilege  of  sharing  in  "all  manner 
of  Wholesome  and  Reasonable  Orders,  that  they  shall  judge  shall  be  for  the  Good 
and  Welfare  of  this  Province,  and  the  necessary  Support  and  Defence  thereof."' 

While  this  proposed  committee  was  in  suspense,  both  of  the  committees  sent 
to  the  frontiers  returned  and  reported  that  they  had  found  abuses,'  not  only  giv- 
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ing  opportunity  to  reopen  the  attack  on  Major  Moodey  but  supplying  evidence 
against  other  officers.  Witnesses  against  Moodey  were  summoned,'  and  Colonel 
Buckminster  was  expelled  from  the  House  for  corrupt  practices.^  A  ready  weapon 
was  found  in  the  muster-rolls  of  the  various  companies,  wherein  it  was  easy  to 
detect  dishonest  methods  or  charges  not  justified  by  law  or  regulation.  A  special 
committee  to  examine  these  rolls  was  appointed  December  19,  and  the  rest  of 
the  session  was  much  occupied  in  auditing  the  rolls  and  correcting  doubtful 
methods  to  which  some  officers  had  resorted,  or  violations  of  law  involving  the 
misapplication  of  public  money.'  The  reports  upon  the  muster-rolls  proved 
beyond  doubt  that  the  House  was  justified  in  its  criticism  of  the  conduct  of  the 
officers  and  that  the  situation  required  general  legislation  for  its  improvement. 
There  still  existed  a  difference  of  opinion  on  Major  Moodey,  who  had  been 
"tried,"  or  given  a  hearing,^  and  the  case  of  Colonel  Walton  remained  undeter- 
mined,^ when  the  House  was  startled  by  being  informed  that  the  Governor  had 
embarked  for  London  to  return  early  in  the  fall.  This  gave  a  new  turn  to  affairs. 
Without  laying  aside  the  muster-rolls,  through  which  officers  guilty  of  evil  prac- 
tices could  be  so  readily  and  immediately  punished  by  withholding  their  pay,  the 
House  recognized  that  Governor  Shute  could  endeavor  in  London  to  charge  it 
with  an  attempt  to  encroach  upon  the  royal  prerogative,  or  to  "come  into  some 
things  they  had  not  a  Right  to  by  their  present  happy  Constitution."  *  A  com- 
mittee was  named  to  prepare  what  was  needed  for  a  "just  and  necessary  Vindi- 
cation at  the  Court  at  Home,"  a  vessel  about  to  sail  was  detained,  and  an  agent 
was  chosen  for  presenting  the  declaration  in  London.' 

With  Lieutenant  Governor  Dummer  acting  as  governor  the  House  renewed  Its 
attack  upon  Colonel  Walton  and  A-Iajor  Moodey,  and,  with  a  change  of  tactics, 
"most  solemnly  and  earnestly"  protested  against  carrying  on  an  offensive  war 
until  new  commanders  of  the  forces  had  been  appointed.  Mere  resignation  by 
the  two  officers  would  not  satisfy  the  House;  they  must  be  dismissed.*  Dummer 
undertook  to  bring  forward  a  report  on  the  future  conduct  of  the  war,  but  the 
House  curtly  told  him  that  "  this  House  doth  not  know  of  any  Operations  of  War 
that  they  have  been  of  advice  in." '  Further,  in  pursuit  of  Walton  and  Moodey,  it 
entered  into  a  vote  that  gave  Dummer  an  advantage.  In  threatening  to  "draw 
off  part  of  the  Forces"  unless  its  wishes  were  observed,  the  House  laid  itself  open 
to  retort  that  the  authority  for  drawing  off  the  forces  was  vested  in  the  Governor 
by  the  King's  commission  and  royal  charter.  An  explanation  that  the  intention 
of  the  House  was  to  withdraw  pay  and  subsistence  from  a  part  of  the  forces,  dis- 
pelled the  doubt  but  could  not  deprive  Dummer  of  his  gain.'"  He  asked  for  the 
passing  of  the  accounts  of  Walton  and  Moodey  that  they  might  be  dismissed  and 
new  appointments  made."  His  request  was  complied  with,  a  commission  was  pre-

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pared  for  the  command  and  it  only  remained  for  the  House  to  vote  the  necessary 
provisions  and  stores.'  Laws  were  passed  encouraging  enlistment,  protecting  the 
soldiers  from  abuses  and  punishing  mutiny  and  desertion.-  An  issue  of  bills  of 
credit  and  a  tax  law  followed  and  on  January  19,  1723,  the  General  Court  was 
prorogued  to  Alarch,  but  did  not  again  convene.  The  plans  of  sending  an  ad- 
dress to  the  King,  or  of  meeting  the  charges  possibly  raised  by  Governor  Shute 
in  London,  also  were  abandoned  and  the  session  closed  in  a  comparative  calm. 
Even  Elisha  Cooke  was  again  named  as  one  of  the  committee  to  treat  with  the 
Five  Nations  at  Albany.'  Evidently  the  personality  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
was  more  favorable  to  harmony  than  that  of  Governor  Shute. 

The  Council  sent  down  early  in  the  session  a  memorial  of  the  Overseers  of 
Harvard  College,  proposing  the  enlarging  of  the  Corporation  of  the  College  and 
the  inclusion  of  resident  Fellows  and  Tutors.^  A  joint  committee  reported  against 
enlarging  the  Corporation  and  offered  a  substitute  proposition  which  recognized 
the  provisions  of  the  charter  of  the  College,  forbade  a  Fellow  to  be  an  Overseer 
and  prohibited  the  Fellows  from  establishing  any  salary-  without  the  consent  and 
approbation  of  the  Overseers.*  Governor  Shute,  however,  would  consent  only  if 
the  votes  did  not  remove  three  of  the  existing  Fellows  from  office.  The  House  be- 
lieved that  such  a  condition  would  defeat  the  design  of  the  proposition  and  asked 
Shute  to  give  a  definite  opinion  "according  to  the  constant  usage  and  practice 
ever  since  the  present  happy  Constitution."  '  Though  not  compelled  to  give  his 
reasons  Shute  alleged  that  he  acted  on  the  explanation  of  the  Council  and  on 
the  desire  and  instruction  of  the  Overseers  in  their  address  to  the  General  Court. 
It  must  therefore  wait  until  he  could  take  the  opinion  of  the  Overseers.  This 
explanation  the  House  refused  to  accept  and  again  desired  a  categorical  answer.' 
The  session  ended  without  action.  In  November,  recurring  to  the  report,  the 
House  reiterated  its  opinion,  expressed  surprise  at  the  conduct  of  the  Corporation, 
warned  them  to  keep  strictly  within  the  rules  prescribed  by  their  constitution, 
and  directed  submission  to  the  good  and  wholesome  methods  laid  down  in  the 
report.*  A  memorial  from  the  Fellows  for  a  hearing  was  dismissed  on  the  ground 
that  the  prayer  of  the  memorial  was  "altogether  groundless,  and  no  ways  to  be 
Justified."  ^  But  the  Council  would  not  concur  with  the  House,  took  no  notice  of 
a  resolve  of  that  body  recapitulating  what  had  been  proposed  and  reaffirming 
the  regulations  of  the  report,  and  so  the  session  ended  with  nothing  done.'" 

Relations  with  the  press  were  strained  and  led  to  disciplinary  measures.  Public 
bodies,  too  sensitive  of  their  dignity,  saw  criticism  where  none  was  intended,  and 
wished  to  control  what  might  become  a  weapon  of  ridicule  and  opposition.

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Musgrave,  "author"  of  the  Boston  Gazette,  was  cited  to  explain  the  manner  in 
which  he  had  printed  the  election  of  Councillors  and  to  give  the  source  of  his  in- 
formation. Twenty-eight  Councillors  had  been  elected,  but  as  the  Governor  had 
negatived  two,  the  Gazette  was  technically  correct  in  giving  a  list  of  twenty-six, 
based  on  a  list  supplied  by  Secretary  Willard.  But  the  writer  had  erred,  through 
ignorance,  in  intimating  that  the  Speaker  and  Clerk  of  the  House  had  been  chosen 
by  the  General  Court.  John  Campbell,  of  the  Boston  News-Letter,  was  guilty  of 
the  same  errors,  and  both  editors  were  admonished  and  enjoined  to  print  the 
actions  of  the  General  Court  only  from  attested  copies  under  the  hand  of  the 
Secretary,  or  the  Clerk  of  the  House.'  The  next  printer  to  fall  under  the  dis- 
pleasure of  the  House  was  James  Franklin,  printer  of  the  New-England  Courant 
who  made  statements  about  the  fitting  out  of  a  vessel  against  supposed  pirates, 
and  "pretended"  to  have  received  the  information  from  Rhode  Island.  The 
paragraph  was  described  by  the  Council  as  a  "high  affront  to  this  Government," 
and  the  House  proposed  to  commit  Franklin  to  gaol  for  the  rest  of  the  session.* 
The  Council  concurred  and  after  two  days'  imprisonment  Franklin  acknowledged 
his  offense  and  prayed  that  he  might  be  allowed  the  liberty  of  the  gaol  yard,  a 
privilege  grudgingly  given  upon  his  giving  security  for  his  faithful  abiding  there.' 
Later  the  Council  sought  to  impose  a  bond  on  Franklin  and  upon  his  newspaper 
the  penalty  of  censorship  by  Secretary  Willard,  for  printing  reflections  on  the 
King's  government  and  on  the  administration  of  the  Province,  on  the  ministry, 
churches  and  college,  as  well  as  paragraphs  "that  tried  to  fill  the  Readers'  minds 
with  vanity,  to  the  dishonour  of  God  and  disservice  of  Good  Men."  *  If  the  House 
shared  the  indignation  it  could  not  agree  to  the  punishment  proposed. 

For  a  time  more  important  matters  engaged  the  attention  of  the  House,  but 
Franklin  held  ideas  of  his  own  on  the  conduct  of  a  journal  and  in  January,  1723, 
he  had  given  so  much  offense  that  the  Council,  apparently  the  more  sensitive  to 
what  concerned  public  morals,  filed  a  complaint  against  the  New-England  Cour- 
ant and  a  joint  committee  presented  an  indictment  of  the  printer  that  had 
weight.  "The  Committee  are  humbly  of  Opinion,  That  the  tendency  of  the  said 
Paper  is  to  Mock  Religion,  and  bring  it  into  contempt.  That  the  Holy  Scriptures 
are  therein  Prophanely  abused.  That  the  Reverend  and  Faithful  Ministers  of  the 
Gospel  are  injuriously  reflected  on:  His  Alajesty's  Government  Affronted:  The 
Peace  and  good  Order  of  His  Alajesty's  Subjects  of  this  Province  disturbed  by 
the  said  Courant."  The  former  censorship,  of  which  there  is' no  trace  in  the  sheet, 
was  renewed,^  and  it  led  to  Benjamin  Franklin's  becoming  in  name  and  deed  the 
editor  of  the  paper.^ 

As  to  printing  the  "Votes"  of  the  House  a  motion  to  do  so  made  early  in  the

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session  was  negatived,  but  on  reconsideration  was  adopted  on  the  following  day 
in  the  usual  form.  Probably  the  question  of  cost  had  occasioned  the  hesitation, 
for  a  committee  was  appointed  to  obtain  estimates  from  the  printers  of  the  town, 
and  on  their  report  Nicholas  Boone  was  set  aside  in  favor  of  Bartholomew 
Green  and  Samuel  Kneeland.'  The  Clerk  of  the  House  prepared  the  "Votes" 
for  the  press,  and  may  be  held  responsible  for  the  continuing  errors  in  type.' 

In  1 72 1  a  new  impression  of  the  laws  of  the  Province  had  been  proposed  and 
rejected,  as  was  a  proposal  to  supply  the  towns  with  law  books,  "if  Mr.  Eliot  had 
a  sufficient  number  printed."  '  In  the  session  of  1722  the  House  adopted  a  reso- 
lution for  a  new  impression  of  the  laws  and  for  the  distribution,  at  the  charge  of 
the  Province,  of  acts  passed  since  1714''  —  the  date  of  the  most  recent  compila- 
tion of  laws,  printed  by  Bartholomew  Green  for  Benjamin  Eliot,  and  to  which ' 
acts  of  the  more  recent  sessions,  separately  printed  from  time  to  time,  might  be 
added.'  The  inconvenience  of  the  system  was  increased  as  the  printed  laws  did 
not  give  explanations  contained  in  the  resolutions  of  the  Court.  To  lessen  this 
special  inconvenience  it  was  now  ordered  that  beginning  with  the  present  session 
the  explanations  be  printed  with  the  acts,  and  the  practice  should  be  followed  in 
a  new  impression  of  the  laws.'  Late  in  December  a  committee  of  the  House  con- 
sulted Eliot  about  printing  the  laws  of  the  Province,  and  on  the  cost  of  supplying 
a  copy  for  every  town  and  for  every  member  of  the  Court.  He  named  a  price 
conditioned  on  having  a  twenty  years'  monopoly  of  the  printing,  which  the  House 
accepted,  but  to  which  the  Council  did  not  agree.'  In  fact  a  new  impression  of  the 
laws  to  1719  was  issued  in  England  in  1724,  and  it  was  not  until  1726  that  one 
appeared  in  Massachusetts-Bay. 

By  an  unfortunate  error  the  portrait  of  William  Dummer  was  inserted  in  vol- 
ume III  of  this  series  instead  of  that  of  Jeremiah  Dummer.  The  latter  is  made  the 
frontispiece  of  this  volume,  and  the  original  painting  is  attributed  to  Sir  Godfrey 
Kneller.  The  painter  of  William  Dummer  is  not  known.  The  "Declaration"  of 
Governor  Shute  against  the  Indians  is  reproduced  from  the  only  known  copy, 
in  the  New  Hampshire  Historical  Society.  The  privilege  to  use  it  was  courteously 
granted  by  Mr.  Otis  G.  Hammond,  the  librarian  of  that  Society.

Mr.  Speaker  and  the  House  went  up  accordingly,  and  His  Excellency  made  a 
Speech  to  them,  whereof  the  Speaker  obtained  a  Copy,  and  with  the  House  Re- 
turned to  their  own  Chamber,  where  it  was  Read;  and  is  as  followeth, 

Gentlemen, 

I  Have  lately  received  from  Great  Britain,  An  Act  made  at  the  last  Session  of  Parlia- 
ment, For  Encouraging  the  Raising  of  Naval  Stores;  and  also  for  the  Preserva- 
tion of  the  White  Pine  Trees  in  America.  As  to  the  first  part  of  the  Act,  I  question 
not  but  you  will  use  your  best  endeavours  to  promote  the  Raising  of  these  Stores,  be- 
cause it  zvill  carry  a  double  Advantage  with  it ;  which  w  [  4  ]  That  it  will  be  very  Agree- 
able to  the  Court  of  Great  Britain,  and  will  also  tend  very  much  to  the  Enriching  of 
this  Province.  As  to  the  second  part  of  the  Act,  I  hope  every  Person  in  his  proper 
Station  will  take  the  utmost  Care  it  be  punctually  observed,  that  so  this  Colony  may 
have  the  Honour  constantly  to  send  Home,  Trees  fit  for  the  Masting  His  Majesty'' s 
Royal  Navy. 

This  is  all  at  present,  I  have  to  Communicate  to  you  from  the  Court  of  Great 
Britain,  my  Packets  being  lost  on  Board  the  Ship  which  was  unfortunately  burnt  at 
Sea. 

Gentlemen, 
It  will  be  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  see  matters  so  wisely  and  prudently  managed  in 
this  Session,  that  our  Proceedings  may  render  us  Acceptable  to  the  Government  at 
Home.  If  you  will  take  this  my  Advice  into  your  serious  Consideration,  I  flatter  my 
self,  yoiCllfoyn  with  me  in  Opinion,  that  it  will  prove  the  most  Effectual  (and  indeed 
only  means)  long  to  preserve  to  us  those  invaluable  Blessings  and  Privileges  which 
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under  the  kind  Influences  of  out  Great  Master  King  GEORGE,  at  present  we  so 
happily  enjoy. 

According  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  the  House  proceeded  further  to  consider, 
Whether  they  should  sit  in  the  Town-House  at  Boston  or  remove  to  some  other 
Place;  and  after  Debate  upon  it,  The  Question  was  put,  Whether  it  be  the  desire 
of  this  House,  That  the  General  Court  be  removed  to  some  other  Town. 
And  It  passed  in  the  Negative. 

Then  the  Question  was  put,  (that  since  several  of  the  Members  of  the  House 
are  in  great  fear  of  Sitting  in  this  Town)  Whether  it  be  not  Expedient  for  the 
Court  to  remove  to  some  other  Place?

1.  Because  Rockey  Plain  is  the  most  convenient  for  Situation  to  accommodate 
the  greatest  part  of  the  Inhabitants  on  the  West  side. 

2.  Though  Poplar-Swamp  gutter  be  pretty  near  the  Center  of  the  Land  on  the 
West  side,  yet  considering  the  Quality  of  the  Land  which  we  have  viewed,  our 
opinion  is  that  the  Land  on  the  East  side  is  as  capable  of  accommodating  new  or 
more  Inhabitants  than  the  Land  on  the  West  side. 

3.  The  Roads  or  Ways  to  Rockey  Plain  make  it  more  convenient  for  the  People 
on  the  Lord's-Day,  especially  in  the  Winter  season,  than  at  Poplar-Swamp- 
gutter. 

4.  Four  fifths  of  the  Inhabitants  on  the  West  side  of  the  River  are  very  de- 
sirous, that  it  might  be  at  Rockey  Plain,  and  though  several  of  them  live  nearer 
to  Poplar-Swamp-gutter,  yet  out  of  Regard  to  the  Peace  and  Interest  of  the  Pre- 
cinct choose  it  should  be  at  Rockey  Plain. 

With  respect  to  the  Inhabitants  that  Live  most  remote  on  the  North  side  of 
Stow  River, 

We  propose,  that  considering  their  living  beyond  the  River,  and  so  much  nearer 
to  Stow  Meeting  House,  where  they  generally  attend  the  Publick  Worship,  and 
are  still  likely  so  to  do,  that  they  may  be  eased  as  to  any  Charge  in  the  Precinct, 
and  set  off  to  Stow,  as  to  the  Ministerial  Charge. 
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Unanimously  Agreed  to  by  all  (except  Mr.  fVilliam  Wilson)  who  objected  only 
against  the  last  proposal  as  to  those  that  live  on  the  North  side  of  Stow 
River.

The  Report  of  the  Committee  of  both  Houses  appointed  to  consider  what  is 
proper  to  be  done  on  the  Affairs  of  the  Indians  read  in  Council,  and  Sent  down,  as 
follows,  viz.  [  46  ] 

In  Obedience  to  the  Order  of  this  Court  directing  us  to  meet  and  consider  what 
is  proper  to  be  done  on  the  Affairs  of  the  Indians, 

The  Committee  humbly  propose,  as  follows, 

1.  That  His  Excellency  be  desired  to  give  direction  to  the  Commanding  Officer 
that  a  suitable  Number  of  the  Forces,  not  less  than  one  Third  be  constantly  em- 
ployed to  make  discovery  of  the  Indians,  and  to  observe  their  Motions,  to  acquaint 
themselves  with  their  fishing  and  carrying  Places,  to  seize  upon  and  take  into 
Custody  such  of  the  Indians  as  they  can  meet  with,  to  the  Number  they  may 
understand  the  Indians  have  taken  of  ours,  and  that  they  consult  and  put  in 
Execution  the  best  Methods  possible  for  seizing  Sebastian  Rallie  the  Jesuit.  And 
that  they  send  such  as  they  take  to  Boston,  by  the  first  opportunity,  and  in  case 
the  said  Indians  make  forcible  Resistance,  then  to  repel  force  by  force,  and  that 
the  said  Marching  Forces  be  obliged  once  a  Month  to  make  a  return  of  their 
Proceedings  to  His  Excellency  the  Governour. 

2.  That  the  Commissioners  be  appointed  to  deliver  the  present  Ordered  by 
this  Court  at  their  Sessions  in  August  last,  (with  such  further  Addition  as  the 
Court  shall  think  proper)  to  be  made  to  the  Five  Nations,  to  renew  the  Ancient 
Amity  between  this  Government  and  those  Tribes.  That  the  Commissary  be 
particularly  instructed  to  represent  to  the  Chief  of  their  Tribes  how  perfidiously 
many  of  His  Majesty's  Subjects  have  been  treated  by  those  Eastern  Indians 
called  Abnequois,  in  the  repeated  Tumults  and  Acts  of  Hostility  by  them  com- 
mitted contrarj'  to  their  manj'  solemn  Covenants  and  Engagements:  yet  not- 
withstanding this  Government  hath  hitherto  continued  to  use  all  manner  of 
Gentleness  towards  them,  and  have  thought  fit  before  they  proceed  to  do  Justice 
upon  them,  to  represent  those  Abuses  to  the  Iroquois  who  are  the  most  consider- 
able Tribes  of  the  Natives,  and  who  have  a  great  Influence  on  the  other  Indians; 
and  to  desire  and  engage  the  continuance  of  their  Friendship  with  us.  That  in 
case  the  said  Indians  should  by  repeated  and  insufferable  Insults  bring  things  to 
Extremity,  the  said  Iroquois  would  join  with  us  in  reducing  them  to  a  good  and 
peaceable  behaviour  for  the  future.  And  that  His  Excellency  be  desired  to  write 
to  the  Governour  of  New-York,  to  acquaint  him  with  our  purpose  to  make  a  Pres- 
ent to  the  Five  Nations,  and  to  desire  him  to  give  his  Countenance  thereto,  and 
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his  Directions  for  the  Assembling  their  Chiefs  at  Albany  as  soon  as  their  distance 
will  allow. 

3.  That  Ten  Whale  Boats  with  very  good  Oars  be  provided,  and  sent  to  the 
Forces,  for  Enabling  them  to  manage  a  sufficient  Scout. 

4.  That  in  case  Tidings  should  Arrive  of  the  Indians  falling  upon  any  of  our 
Settlements  and  killing  the  People,  we  apprehend  it  necessary  that  200  Men 
besides  those  already  \'oted  or  more,  as  the  necessity  of  the  Case  may  require,  be 
Raised  and  added  as  soon  as  may  be  to  the  Forces,  for  effectually  prosecuting  the 
Indian  Rebels. 

5.  That  a  Sloop  be  taken  into  the  Province  Pay  for  Transporting  Men  and 
Provisions  from  Place  to  Place  as  need  requires.

In  Answer  to  the  Petition  of  Christian  Newton  &  Margaret  Blin  referr'd  to  the 
Committee.  The  Committee  humbly  propose. 

I.  That  Thirty  Men  under  a  proper  Officer  (whom  His  Excellency  be  desired 
to  Commissionate)  with  Provisions,  Arms  and  Ammunition  be  put  on  Board  the 
Sloop  offered  by  Margaret  Blin  the  Petitioner,  to  repair  as  soon  as  may  be  to 
Passamaquada,  and  there  to  use  their  best  Endeavours  to  recover  from  the  hi- 
dians  the  Persons  mentioned  in  the  said  Petition,  to  be  taken  by  them  with  the 
Effects  belonging  to  them  or  any  of  them,  and  in  case  of  Refusal  to  deliver  them, 
or  that  they  can't  find  the  Persons  so  unjustly  and  forcibly  seiz'd  upon,  to  make 
Reprisal  of  the  like  Number  of  Indians,  if  possible,  in  order  to  Exchange  them 
for  our  People,  if  it  may  be,  or  if  that  can't  be  done,  to  bring  the  said  Indians  to 
Boston. 

And  when  they  have  done  what  is  to  be  performed  at  Passamaquada,  to  touch 
in  their  return  at  the  several  Places  or  Harbours  on  this  side,  where  it  is  probable 
there  may  be  any  English  Fishery  or  Vessels,  and  to  give  them  Notice  of  the 
Fact  committed  at  Passamaquada,  and  to  warn  them,  and  all  such  Vessels  as  they 
see  Fishing  on  the  Coast  to  be  upon  their  Guard,  and  in  case  they  hear  of  any 
other  Persons  at  any  other  Place  seiz'd  upon  by  the  Indians,  to  endeavour  the 
recovery  of  them,  or  to  make  Reprisal  in  their  stead. 

And  it  is  proposed  that  so  far  as  the  Sloop  may  be  employed  in  going  to  Passa- 
maquada, and  in  seeking  the  Recovery  of  said  Blin  and  his  Effects,  and  in  her 
return  in  case  she  come  directly  back,  the  Sloop  and  the  Sailors  belonging  to  her 
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as  to  their  Wages  and  Provisions  be  at  the  Charge  of  said  Blin,  but  as  to  the  Time 
spent  in  Notifying  other  Places,  at  the  Charge  of  the  Province. 

2.  The  Committee  further  humbly  propose,  That  for  the  Security  of  Berwick, 
Kittery,  York  and  JFells,  a  Scout  of  Twenty  Men  be  raised  out  of  the  said  Towns, 
and  kept  Marching  upon  their  Out-Skirts,  to  be  under  the  Direction  of  Col.  John 
Wheelwright,  and  that  he  be  desired  to  Transmit  to  His  Excellency  an  Account  of 
their  Proceedings  as  any  thing  remarkable  shall  occur,  and  that  His  Excellency 
be  desired  to  issue  out  his  Orders  accordingly.

Mr.  Dudley  from  the  Committee  on  Housetonnock  Reported, 
In  Answer  to  the  Petition  of  Joseph  Parsons  and  One  Hundred  and  Fifteen 
others,  and  in  Answer  to  the  Petition  of  Thomas  Nash  with  Sixty  others,  praying 
for  Grants  of  Two  Tracts  of  Land  on  the  River  of  Housatonnock,  The  Committee

A  Message  by  William  Taller  and  Thomas  Fitch  Esqrs;  That  the  Board  propose 
a  Cask  of  Rum  and  Sugar  may  be  given  to  the  Men  on  Board  the  Flying-Horse 
for  their  Encouragement,  because  they  have  voluntarily  inlisted  in  this  Expedi- 
tion.

Ordered,  That  an  Officer  with  Two  or  Three  Soldiers  in  the  Service  be  sent 
forthwith  to  Norridgewock  in  the  Name  of  this  Government  to  demand  the  Lib- 
erty and  Restitution  of  His  Majesty's  good  Subjects  lately  surprized  and  carried 
away  by  the  Indians. 

That  His  Excellency  the  Govemour  be  desired  to  send  a  proper  Remonstrance 
to  that  Tribe  of  Indians  upon  their  late  Insults  and  Hostilities  in  Kennebeck- 
River,  and  at  Damaras-Cove,  demanding  as  well  their  Reasons,  as  a  Satisfaction 
for  the  Injuries  and  Damages  done  by  them.  To  observe  to  them  that  their 
Indians  now  with  us  were  delivered  as  Hostages  with  their  free  consent,  not  only 
for  the  Payment  of  Two  Hundred  Beaver  Skins,  but  also  for  the  good  Behaviour 
of  the  Norridgezvock  Tribe  towards  the  English,  That  they  have  not  paid  the  said 
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Bever  Skins,  much  less  have  they  behaved  themselves  well  towards  this  Govern- 
ment. That  though  this  Government  ordered  a  March  up  to  their  Head  Quarters 
last  Winter  yet  no  Violence  or  Damage  was  done  to  the  Persons  or  Goods  of  the 
Indians,  Whereas  on  the  other  side  the  Indians  against  all  Justice,  and  in  a  bar- 
barous manner  have  lately  burnt  and  destroyed  Houses,  Mills,  and  a  number  of 
Cattle,  with  little  or  no  Advantage  to  themselves,  leaving  the  Carcasses  of  the 
Creatures  to  rot  on  the  Ground;  besides  taking  a  great  deal  of  Plunder.  In  case 
they  do  not  return  the  Persons  so  taken  by  the  Alessengers,  Then  to  propose  their 
Appearing  before  Commissioners  at  Time  and  Place  to  be  appointed  by  this 
Government,  bringing  with  them  the  English  People  taken  as  aforesaid:  Then 
and  there  to  make  or  propose  some  suitable  Satisfaction  for  the  Damages  done  by. 
them;  which  if  refused,  to  assure  them  that  this  Government  will  take  effectual 
Methods  to  compel  them  thereto:  That  a  suitable  Messenger  be  sent  to  the  Penob- 
scot Tribe  to  enquire  whether  they  were  any  ways  concern 'd  in  or  did  assist  the 
Kennebeck  Tribe  in  their  late  Insults  and  Hostilities  aforesaid.^

Liberty  (if  they  see  fit)  to  pay  the  several  Sums  that  shall  be  on  them  respectively 
Assessed  in  the  several  Species  hereafter  mentioned  at  such  moderate  Rates  and 
Prices  as  the  Great  and  General  Assembly  shall  set  them  at,  viz.  In  good  Barrel 
Beef  and  Pork,  Wheat,  Barley,  Rye,  Indian  Corn,  Oats,  Flax,  Hemp,  Beeswax, 
Pease,  Butter  in  Firkins,  Cheese,  Hides,  Tanned  Leather,  Dr>'  Fish,  Alackerell  in 
Barrells,  Oyl,  Whalebone,  Bayberry  Wax,  Tallow,  Pitch,  Tar  and  Turpentine, 
which  Species  shall  be  received  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  several  Constables  or  Col- 
lectors, and  by  him  disposed  of  to  the  best  Advantage  for  the  calling  in  of  the 
said  Bills  into  the  Treasurj-  again.  And  if  any  Loss  shall  happen  by  the  Sale  of, 
the  aforesaid  Species,  or  any  other  unforeseen  Accident  shall  arise,  that  such 
Deficiencies  shall  be  made  good  by  a  Tax  of  the  Year  next  following,  so  as  fully 
and  effectually  to  call  in  the  whole  Sum  of  Bills  Emitted  as  aforesaid.

30th  Day  of  £pa^,  1722.  And  continued  by  Prorogation  to  Wednesday  the  8th 
of  StigilSt  following,  and  then  Met. 

A  Message  by  Mr.  Secretary  that  His  Escellency  directs  this  House  forth- 
with to  attend  Him  in  the  Council  Chamber. 
Mr.  Speaker  and  the  House  went  up  accordingly,  and  His  Excellency 
made  a  SPEECH  to  them,  of  which  Mr.  Speaker  obtained  a  Copy,  and  is  as  fol- 
loweth 

Gentlemen: 

THE  Indians  contrary  to  their  Repeated  Solemn  Treaties  and  Engagements, 
and  also  their  frequent  Submissions  to  His  Majesty's  Government,  having 
destroyed  many  of  our  Eastern  Settlements  by  Burning  Houses,  Killing  Cattle;  And 
also  cruelly  Murthering  some  of  His  Majesty's  Leige  Subjeas,  which  Outrages  I 
thought  were  no  longer  to  be  endured. 

I  therefore  by  and  with  the  Advice  of  His  Majesty's  Council  have  Issued  out  a 
DECLARATION  against  the  said  Indians  as  Rebels  and  Traitors  to  His  Majesty's 
Government. 

I  have  since  been  using  my  utmost  Endeavours  to  put  our  Frontiers  in  the  best 
Posture  of  Defence;  And  also  to  cover  our  Harvest  as  the  Number  of  Men  that  are 
already  out  would  allow  of. 

These  Events  have  Occasioned  my  calling  You  together  at  this  Juncture,  that  so  we 
may  concert  the  most  proper  measures  to  Extricate  our  selves  out  of  the  Difficulties 
which  at  present  Surround  us. 

According  to  the  small  Skill  I  have  in  War,  the  most  Vigorous  One  (tho'  it  will  be 
Expensive)  will  in  the  Conclusion  be  found  to  be  the  most  Advantageous,  and  in  reality 
the  best  Husbandry, 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
One  Thing  I  must  Particularly  Remark  to  You,  which  is,  that  if  my  Hands  and 
the  Councils  be  not  left  at  a  much  greater  Liberty  than  of  late  they  have  been,  I  fear 
C«f  A  fairs  will  be  carried  on  with  little  or  no  Spirit.  Surely  [  2  ]  fvery  Person  who 
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ivishes  well  to  his  Country  will  think  it  high  time  to  lay  aside  all  Anamosities,  Private 
Peeks  and  Self-interest,  that  so  we  may  Unanimously  join  in  the  Vigorous  ProsecU' 
tion  of  the  Weighty  Affairs  that  are  now  upon  the  Carpet. 

Gentlemen, 

/  have  freely  Communicated  to  you  my  Sentiments  upon  the  present  posture  of 
Affairs,  and  wish  they  may  be  Agreeable  to  Yours,  and  then  I  make  no  doubt  but  that 
the  War  which  the  Indian  Salvages  have  so  unjustly  forced  us  into,  and  which  we  for 
our  own  Preservation  are  so  justly  Engaged  in,  will  through  God's  Mercy  and  Assist- 
ance prove  of  no  long  Duration. 

The  Honourable  William  Tailer,  John  Wheelwright,  and  Spencer  Phipps  Esqrs; 
brought  down  a  Vote  of  the  Council  of  New  York,  in  Answer  to  a  Letter  sent  by 
His  Excellency  our  Governour  to  William  Burnett  Esq;  Governour  of  New  York,

His  Excellency  acquainting  this  Board  with  part  of  a  Letter  from  the  Governour 
of  Boston  in  the  following  words,  viz. 

"  I  find  Commissioners  will  not  be  appointed  to  come  meerly  to  treat  upon  a  Neu- 

"trality if  they  may  have  the  liberty  to  engage  Five  of  the  Mowhaws  to  go  to  the 

"  Eastern  Indians,  and  acquaint  them  that  they  will  take  part  with  the  English  in  case 
"a  War  should  break  out.  Our  Commissioners  will  wait  on  you  at  the  time  appointed. 
Upon  taking  which  Expressions  into  Consideration, 
This  Board  are  of  Opinion,  That  the  Five  Nations  ought  not  to  be  Engaged  to 
leave  this  Province  and  concern  themselves  with  the  Eastern  Indians  since  it  may 
draw  an  Indian  War  on  the  Frontiers  of  this  Province  in  its  Consequences.  That 
no  more  can  safely  be  treated  of  by  the  Commissioners  of  Boston  with  the  Five 
Nations  then  to  renew  the  Covenant  Chain  with  them,  and  to  engage  them  to  be 
no  ways  assisting  or  encouraging  the  Eastern  Indians,  and  that  they  do  treat 
publickly  with  the  Indians  in  the  presence  of  the  Governour  of  this  Province  or 
Persons  appointed  by  him.  And  that  they  hold  no  private  Conference  with  them 
directly  or  indirectly.  By  His  Excellency  and  Council, 

Wm.  Bobin,  &c. 
Also  a  Vote  of  the  Council  thereon.  In  Council  August  8th.  1722. 
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Ordered,  That  Addingion  Davenport,  Thomas  Fitch,  Adam  Winthrop,  and  Paul 
Dudley  Esqrs;  with  such  as  the  Honourable  House  of  Representatives  shall  ap- 
point be  a  Committee  to  consider  what  is  proper  for  this  Council  to  do  upon  the 
proceedings  of  the  Council  of  New-York  in  the  Affair  of  the  Five  Nations. 
Sent  up  for  Concurrence.  Read  and  Concurr'd.  And 

Voted,  That  Mr.  Cooke,  Mr.  Fullam,  Mr.  Stoddard,  Mr.  Chandler,  and  Mr. 
Clarke  be  added  to  them.

May  it  please  Your  Excellency, 

YOur  Excellency  having  at  the  Opening  of  this  Session  acquainted  the  Court  that 
by  and  with  the  Advice  of  His  Majesty's  Council,  You  have  Issued  out  a  DEC- 
LARATION against  the  Indians  as  Rebels  and  Traitors  to  His  Majesty's  [  3  ]  Goz'- 
ernment,  for  breaking  through  their  Repeated  Solemn  Treaties  and  Engagements  and 
frequent  Submissions  to  His  Majesty,  by  their  many  tvays  destroying  the  Eastern 
Settlements,  and  Cruelly  Murdering  some  of  His  Majesty's  Liege  Subjects  I  nhabiting 
there.  This  House  having  had  due  Consideration  thereof  do  hereby  Declare  and  Man- 
ifest that  Your  Excellency  and  Council  had  Just  and  Sufficient  Reasons  to  Resent  the 
many  Repeated  Insults  and  Outrages  done  and  perpetrated  by  those  Indian  Salvages 
on  the  People  Inhabiting  those  Parts,  by  declaring  them  to  be  Rebels  and  Traitors  as 
aforesaid:  And  zve  deem  it  our  indispensable  Duty  and  Interest  at  this  Juncture  to 
pursue  those  Indians  in  a  most  Vigorous  War  {agreeable  to  Your  Excellency's  Senti- 
ments thereon)  that  so  by  the  Blessing  of  GOD  on  our  Just  Endeavours  they  may  be 
never  able  more  to  rise  up  against  this  People,  and  Your  Excellency  may  depend  upon 
all  Chearful  and  Necessary  Assistance  from  this  House  to  pursue  that  inatter.

Voted,  That  His  Excellency  be  desired  to  lay  before  the  Committee  of  both 
Houses,  (this  Day  appointed  to  consider  what  is  proper  to  be  done  on  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Council  of  New-York,)  An  Account  of  the  Indians  lately  taken  up 
and  detained.  Where  they  belong  to,  and  of  what  Tribe  or  Nation  they  are. 
Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 
Then  the  House  Adjourned  till  Friday  Morning  Nine  a  Clock. 
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A  Petition  Signed  fVm.  Thayer,  &c.  Inhabitants  of  Taunion-North-Purckase, 
Praying  that  they  may  be  made  a  Township,  &c. 

Read,  and  Referred  to  the  nest  Sessions.  And 

Voted,  That  the  several  Petitions  and  Affairs  continued  to  this  Sessions  be 
further  continued  to  the  next  Sessions.

Lynde  Esq;  brought  down  a  Report  of  the  Committee  of  both  Houses, 
viz.  August  loth.  1722.  The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  what  is  proper  for 
this  Court  to  do  upon  the  Proceedings  of  the  Council  of  New-York,  in  the  Affair 
of  the  Five  Nations,  are  of  Opinion,  That  the  Goods  already  sent  to  Albany  as  a 
Present  to  the  Five  Nations,  (being  made  up  /.500  be  delivered  to  them  at  the 
Treaty  which  is  to  be  there  this  Month,  by  Two  Commissioners  to  be  appointed 
by  this  Government,  who  are  forthwith  to  proceed  on  their  Journey. 

And  that  the  said  Commissioners  be  instructed  to  renew  the  Covenant  Chain 
with  the  Five  Nations  and  to  engage  them  to  be  no  ways  assisting  or  encouraging 
the  Eastern  Indians  in  their  present  Rebellion  against  His  Majesty  King 
GEORGE,  and  Hostilities  against  His  Good  Subjects  the  Inhabitants  of  this 
Province.  And  that  His  Excellency  be  desired  to  write  to  the  Governour  of  New- 
York,  that  he  would  be  pleased  to  use  his  Interest  and  Authority  in  promoting 
this  Affair.  A.  Davenport,  by  Order  of  the  Committee. 

Read,  Accepted,  and 
Sent  down  for  Concurrence. 

The  Committee  for  repairing  the  Castle  Boat,  Reported,  That  they  had  her 
hailed  up,  took  out  a  Plank  on  each  side,  and  find  her  very  rotten,  and  her  Plank 
too  thin  to  hold  Ocam,  her  Timbers  so  rotten  that  they  will  not  hold  the  Nails, 
and  are  of  Opinion  that  it  will  cost  more  to  repair  her  than  to  have  a  new  one 
built.

Major  Samuel  Moodey.  Voted,  That  the  [  14  ]  said  Major  Moodey  attend  this 
Court  on  the  First  Friday  of  the  next  Fall  Sessions  to  Answer  the  same.

THIS  House  taking  into  mature  Consideration  Your  Excellency's  Message 
respecting  Major  Aloodey,  are  exceedingly  concerned  that  Your  Excellency 
should  pass  so  severe  and  groundless  an  Animadversion  on  that  Vote,  for  we  [  15  ] 
cannot  conceive  the  Caption  of  those  Affidavits  could  operate  to  the  hurt  or  prejudice 
of  Major  Moodey  in  his  Name  or  Estate,  they  being  taken  only  to  ground  a  Process 
against  him,  and  that  he  might  have  a  Day  assigned  at  the  next  Sessions  to  answer 
the  same,  and  clear  up  his  Reputation  on  that  point,  if  so  he  could.  And  it  is  the 
Usage  and  Practice  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  oft-times  to  take  Affidavits  against  Per- 
sons in  order  to  issue  out  Warrants  for  the  Apprehending  the  Persons  complained  of, 
but  they  not  present.

A  Message  by  Mr.  Secretary  that  His  Excellency  expects  this  Honourable 
House  forthwith  to  attend  Him  in  the  Council  Chamber. 
Accordingly  Mr.  Speaker  with  the  House  went  up  to  the  Council 
Chamber,  and  His  Excellency  made  a  Speech  to  them,  of  which  Mr.  Speal:  ?r 
obtained  a  Copy,  and  returned  with  the  House  to  their  own  Chamber  where  it 
was  read :  And  is  as  follows, 

Gentlemen, 

I  Have  received  Advice  by  the  last  Ships,  that  the  Copies  of  Monsieur  Vaudrevil's 
Letters  have  been  laid  before  His  Majesty,  and  I  make  no  doubt  but  that  effectual 
Care  will  be  taken  to  prevent  the  French  Governours  for  the  future,  from  assisting 
the  Eastern  Indians,  which  will  very  much  contribute  to  the  shortning  the  present 
Expensive  War;  For  which  end  also,  I  assure  you  my  best  endeavours  shall  not  be 
wanting. 

Since  our  last  Sessions,  Delegates  from  the  Six  Nations  are  arrived  in  this  Prov- 
ince, the  Message  they  were  sent  upon,  was  to  speak  with  the  Eastern  Indians,  and  to 
demand  why  they  had  so  ill  treated  their  Brethren  the  English;  Upon  which  I  did  by 
the  advice  of  the  Council,  appoint  Col.  Tailer,  Mr.  Secretary  Willard,  and  Col.  Stod- 
dard, to  go  to  the  Eastward  with  them,  only  to  be  Witnesses  of  what  might  pass  at  that 
Interview,  as  also  to  prevent  the  Delegates,  from  being  Imposed  upon,  by  any  false 
Suggestion  of  Ralle  the  Jesuit,  or  the  Indians.  I  also  gave  Orders,  that  all  the  Treaties 
that  have  been  made  with  the  Indians,  should  be  carryed  with  them,  as  also  the  Original 
Deeds  of  our  purchased  Lands,  that  they  should  be  Read  and  Explained,  that  so  all 
things  might  appear  to  the  Delegates,  of  the  Six  Nations,  in  a  proper  and  clear  Light. 
After  their  arrival  at  Casco  Bay,  one  of  the  Delegates  with  some  Persons  to  accompany 
him,  went  to  Norridgawock,  and  staid  four  Days,  where  no  Indians  were  to  be  found. 
Since  the  Return  of  the  Delegates,  I  have  had  some  Conferences  with  them  in  Council, 
which  Papers,  as  also  an  Insolent  Letter,  which  was  found  affixed  to  the  Church  at 
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Norridgawock,  written  by  Ralle  the  Jesuit,  shall  when  the  House  of  Representatives 

desire,  be  laid  before  them . 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 

The  Forces  Desert  in  7iuvibers,  if  the  same  Methods  that  were  taken  the  last  War 
are  not  made  use  of  in  this,  to  prevent  Desertion  and  Mutiny,  you  must  expect  little 
or  no  Service  from  them;  I  must  also  upon  this  head  Remark  to  you,  that  this  is  what 
the  wisest  Nations  come  into  whenever  they  are  engaged  in  a  War.  [  2  ] 

/  have  nothing  more  to  Recommend  to  you,  but  the  enlarging  the  Fort  at  Richmond, 
and  building  another  at  Cushnock,  which,  tho'  the  Expence  will  be  but  inconsiderable, 
yet  will  very  much  annoy  the  Indians,  and  prove  of  Great  Service  to  the  Forces  when 
any  March  shall  be  made  towards  their  head  Quarters,  or  any  other  parts  of  the 
Eastern  Country.

And  the  Copy  of  the  General  Courts  Grant  of  said  Land  to  the  Indians;  And 
the  Indians  desire  that  they  may  have  liberty  to  Sell  the  same. 
Read  and  referred  till  to  Morrow  Morning. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Treasurer  Allen  be  directed  forthwith  to  lay  before  the 
House,  an  Accom.pt  of  the  Charges  of  prosecuting  the  War  since  the  last  Sessions;

Pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  General  Court  at  their  Sessions  in  May  last,  the 
Committee  repaired  to  Watertown  the  27th.  of  July  following,  having  Cited 
both  Parties  Petitioning,  together  with  Mr.  Robert  Sturgeon,  to  appear  at  the  Time 
and  Place  of  Meeting,  when  and  where  they  that  stile  themselves  Proprietors  of 
the  Middle  Meeting-House,  laid  before  us  a  Memorial  asserting  the  same. 

Having  heard  and  considered  what  both  Parties  had  to  say.  The  Committee 
are  humbly  of  Opinion  that  in  as  much  as  there  is  a  Commodious  Meeting-House 
newly  erected  and  finished  in  the  Westerly  Part  of  Watertown  in  stead  of  the  said 
Middle  Meeting-house  agreable  to  the  Order  of  the  General  Court  in  Novemb. 
1720.  That  the  aforesaid  Middle  Meeting-house  be  demolished  within  the  space 
of  Six  Weeks;  and  in  case  of  neglect  thereof.  That  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  of 
Middlesex  be  directed  and  impowred  conveniently  to  Effect  the  same,  and  pay 
himself  out  of  the  Timber,  and  other  Materials. 
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And  forasmuch  as  it  would  tend  to  restore  Peace  and  good  Agreement  in  the 
Town  of  Watertozvn,  to  have  the  Eastern  fleeting-house  speedily  removed  to,  or 
a  New  Meeting-house  built  in  the  said  Town  at  School  house  Hill,  according  to 
the  Advice  of  the  Council  of  Churches,  Feb.  27.  1721,  2.  The  Committee  are 
humbly  of  Opinion,  That  it  be  therefore  Accomplished  within  the  space  of  Twelves 
Alonths  at  furthest. 

And  although  the  Middle  Meeting-house  was  built  on  the  Town's  Land;  yet  if  any 
Persons  do  make  out  a  particular  Right  therein  by  themselves,  or  Ancestors;  That 
they  be  duely  and  Equally  paid  therefor  by  the  said  Town. 

As  for  Mr.  Robert  Sturgeon,  he  exhibiting  a  Writing  under  his  hand  the  Reasons 
why  he  was  Ordained  at  Boston,  and  afterwards  installed  at  Watertown  in  the 
way  and  manner  he  was,  and  why  he  continues  Preaching  there;  Which  reasons 
are  in  our  Opinion  altogether  insufficient  to  justify  his  extravagant  proceedings, 
which  if  Countenanced  would  inevitably  promote  the  ruine  and  subversion  of 
these  Churches,  and  the  Christian  Religion. 

And  whereas  the  said  Mr.  Sturgeon,  in  defiance  of  two  Councils  of  Churches,  and 
in  Contempt  of  the  Order  of  the  General  Court,  is  so  hardy  as  to  go  on  to  disturb  the 
Town  in  Preaching  there:  The  Committee  are  of  Opinion  that  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral be  directed  to  prosecute  the  said  Sturgeon  for  this  his  Contempt  at  the  next 
Court  of  the  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Middlesex  to  be  held 
at  Concord  the  Last  Tuesday  of  this  Month;  and  at  other  Courts  as  there  may  be 
occasion.

In  Obedience 
to  the  Order  of  this  Court  on  the  i6th.  Instant,  The  Committee  have  met  and 
considered  the  Articles  mentioned  relating  to  the  Delegates  of  the  Six  Nations, 
who  have  expressed  their  desire  that  His  Excellency  would  meet  with  their  Tribes, 
and  propose,  That  His  Excellency  with  such  Gentlemen  as  this  Government  shall 
appoint  to  wait  on  him  to  meet  and  treat  with  the  said  Tribes  to  renew  and 
strengthen  the  Antient  Friendship  and  brighten  the  Chain,  and  so  engage  them 
to  joyn  with  us  against  our  enemies  the  Eastern  Indians. 

And  zvhereas  the  said  Delegates  have  desired  that  there  might  he  freedom  of  Speech 
at  the  said  Meeting;  in  order  thereto  tve  propose.  That  the  said  Treaty  be  held  at 
Deerfield,  or  such  other  place  in  the  County  of  Hampshire  (as  His  Excellency  shall 
think  proper)  when  we  are  well  informed  from  the  Delegates  that  the  Six  Nations 
would  be  willing  to  come.  And  as  to  releasing  Abraham  and  William  Paugus  and 
their  Families,  We  are  of  Opinion,  That  it  may  not  be  for  the  Interest  and  Service 
of  this  Government  to  deliver  them  to  the  Delegates  at  present ;  but  in  Considera- 
tion of  Abraham  or  his  Family  being  related  to  some  of  the  Delegates;  We  think 
it  advisable  that  the  said  Abraham  and  Family  be  so  far  enlarged  from  their  con- 
finement as  not  to  endanger  their  escape;  and  that  the  Delegates  be  informed 
thereof:  That  they  shall  be  kindly  treated  for  their  sakes.  And  further.  That  if  the 
Merrimack  and  Scatacook  Indians  do  obey  the  Command  of  the  Six  Nations  ac- 
cording to  the  Proposal  of  the  Delegates,  to  draw  off  from  the  Eastern  Indians, 
so  as  to  reside  with  the  Six  Nations,  and  not  act  against  us;  We  then  judge  it  may 
be  proper  for  this  Government  upon  the  desire  of  the  Six  Nations,  to  deliver  up 
all  the  said  Indians  to  them.

Directed  Mr.  Treasurer  to  provide  Slops,  Provisions,  and  all  needful  Stores  to  Effect 
the  same,  Came  into  sundry  Votes  and  Resolves  to  facilitate  and  bring  things  into  a 
suitable  posture  and  form,  of  Annoying  the  Enemy  and  Securing  the  Frontiers.  And 
inasmuch  as  this  House  have  not  been  Informed  what  of  those  Determinations  have 
been  Essayed  by  the  Army,  and  the  event  thereof:  Therefore 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Remington,  Mr.  Chandler  and  Mr.  Fullam  wait  on  His  Ex- 
cellency and  desire  him  to  send  into  the  House  the  Orders  and  Instructions  he 
hath  from  time  to  time  sent  the  Commanding  Officer,  and  all  others  in  Command 
there,  and  what  Advices  they  have  Expressed  to  His  Excellency.  And  that  the 
Honourable  Board  be  desired  to  direct  Mr.  Secretary  to  lay  before  the  House  all

Thomas  Fitch  Esq;  with  Mr.  Secretary  brought  down  an  Answer  from  His 
Excellency  to  the  Votes  sent  up  Yesterday:  As  follows. 

Mr.  Speaker, 

HIS  Excellency  in  Ans'xer  to  the  Request  of  the  House  made  to  Him  Yesterday, 
Orders  me  to  acquaint  this  Honourable  House,  as  follows;  viz. 

That  when  the  Forces  were  assembled  to  the  Eastward,  His  Excellency  gave  Orders 
that  they  should  be  posted  according  to  the  Desire  of  the  Court;  And  that  they  should  be 
employed  in  Covering  the  Inhabitants,  and  Assisting  them  in  Gathering  their  Harvest, 
till  such  Time  as  the  Sloops  with  the  Stores  for  the  Expedition  to  Penobscot  should 
arrive:  By  which  Sloops  His  Excellency  sent  his  Orders  to  Col.  Walton  and  Maj. 
Moody,  to  assembly  the  Troops  for  that  Expedition:  Upon  their  receiving  his  Excel- 
lency's Orders  the  Forces  were  upon  Motion;  But  in  their  March  an  r-xpress  met 
them,  wherein  they  were  ordered  to  return  to  their  former  Posts;  A  great  Body  of  Indi- 
ans having  Attacked  Arrowsick.  And  the  Officers  thinking  it  probable  that  they  would 
fall  upon  some  other  Part  of  the  Frontiers. 

After  the  Indians  were  drawn  off  from  Arrowsick  and  Kennebeck  River,  His 
Excellency  received  an  Express  that  advised  that  a  Council  of  War  had  been  held,  In 
which  the  Officers  agreed.  That  it  was  not  safe  to  draw  off  so  great  a  Body  of  the  Forces 
as  was  necessary  for  the  Expedition  to  Penobscot,  but  more  for  the  Safety  of  the  Fron- 
tiers to  go  in  Quest  of  the  Enemy. 

When  Capt.  Harman  came  Express  from  Arrowsick,  His  Excellency  examined 
him  before  the  Board  about  Penobscot;  and  his  Answer  was.  That  there  were  many 
more  Difficulties  than  were  apprehended  at  first  in  that  Affair,  there  being  seven  or 
eight  Falls,  which  were  not  to  be  passed  with  any  Whale-Boats;  and  that  the  best  Time 
of  Attacking  it  would  be  in  the  Winter.   This  was  also  confirm" d  by  some  Affidavits  of 
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our  Prisoners  that  had  been  there;  which  inclined  His  Excellency  and  the  Board  to  be 
of  the  same  Opinion.  His  Excellency  then  wrote  to  Col.  Walton  acquainting  him  that 
tko'  the  Expedition  to  Penobscot  was  at  present  laid  aside,  That  the  Forces  must  not 
be  idle,  but  employed  in  Way-laying  the  Indians  Carrying-Places  and  Marchim  in 
Quest  of  the  Enemy,  wherever  he  might  think  they  might  be  found  and  to  attack  them. 
His  Excellency  has  lately  received  Letters  from  Col.  Walton,  and  Capt.  Heath, 
which  assure  him  those  Orders  have  been  put  in  Execution  without  any  other  Success, 
than  that  the  Indians  have  not  since  molested  the  Frontiers;  and  it  is  his  Excellency's 
Opinion,  that  they  have  quitted  their  Country. 

And  the  Record  containing  his  Excellency's  Order  to  the  Commander  of  the 
Forces,  Dated,  Sept.  4th.  Which  was  Read  to  the  House. 

And  a  Letter  from  Col.  Walton  to  his  Excellency,  Dated,  Sept.  23. 

And  an  Answer  from  Governour  Cranston  to  his  Excellency's  Letter. 

And  a  Letter  from  the  General  Assembly  of  New-York. 

And  some  Testimonies  relating  to  the  designed  Expedition. 

And  a  Vote  of  Council,  of  Sept.  13th.  viz.  His  Excellency  having  communicated 
Letters  from  the  Eastward  relating  to  an  Army  of  Lndians  at  Kennebeck. 

Voted,  That  Capt.  Westbrook  be  offered  /.  50  towards  the  Hire  of  his  Sloop  in 
case  he  and  his  Company  will  joyn  Col.  Walton  in  prosecuting  the  Indians,  and 
continue  with  them  a  Month.  /.  Willard,  Seer. 

Thursday  Sept.  27.  1722.  Advised  that  Capt.  Richmond  be  directed  to  enlist  a 
Company  of  50  Voluntiers  on  the  encouragement  granted  in  the  Act  for  Levying 
Souldiers.  /.  Willard,  Seer.

John  Gushing  Esqrs;  thereunto  authorized  and  impowred;  which  was  Ratifyed 
and  Confirmed  by  the  General  Court  i  7  i  5.  And  for  the  preventing  of  any  abuse 
unto  the  Indians:  Ordered,  That  said  Simeon  Butler  Attorney  to  the  Indians  shall 
Annually  and  once  every  Year  in  the  Month  of  June  accompt  with  and  pay  in  the 
Profits  and  Rents  of  said  Island  of  Chabaquittuck,  unto  the  said  Seknout  and  his 
People,  and  lay  before  this  Court  the  Accompts  and  Vouchers  of  the  Payments  of 
the  issues  and  profits  of  said  Island,  in  order  for  their  examination  and  approba- 
tion. And  that  the  said  Attorney  Butler  be  directed  to  call  to  an  Account  the 
Heirs,  Executors  or  Administrators  of  Benjamin  Haws  late  Attorney  to  the  said 
Sachem,  for  the  Rents,  Profits  and  Incomes  of  said  Island  of  Chabaquttuck  for 
the  last  Seven  Years,  which  the  said  Haws  has  received,  and  not  paid  nor  ac- 
counted for.

And 
being  informed.  That  the  Forces  have  not  been  imployed  in  Scouting  up  the  Gountry 
according  to  the  Resolution  of  this  Gourt,  and  the  House  being  Ignorant  of  the  causes 
of  those  miscarriages: 
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Resolved,  That  his  Excellency  be  desired  to  express  his  Orders  to  Col.  Walton  to 
appear  forthwith  before  this  House  to  render  his  reasons,  wherefore  the  Orders 
relating  to  that  Expedition  have  not  been  executed.  Sent  up  by  Air.  Dyer, 

Mr.  White,  Air.  Fulluin.  Who  are  directed  to  further  desire  of  his  Excellency, 
That  Joseph  Been  and  Samuel  Jordan  be  Ordered  to  come  and  inform  the  House 
about  the  ways  and  customs  of  the  Indians  living  in  the  Winter  Time,  that  they 
may  be  the  better  prosecuted.

THis  House  taking  into  consideration  some  part  of  his  Excellency's  Speech  at 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  respecting  DeserUrs;  and  being  informed  of  great 
Abuses  practiced  by  the  Officers  in  the  Service  and  Pay  of  this  Government,  Did  on  the 
17th.  of  November  last  past  appoint  a  Committee  to  go  Eastward,  to  inquire  into  the 
same,  and  Report  how  they  find  things.  And  on  the  same  Day  desired  his  Excellency's 
Order  to  the  Officers  respecting  that  Affair,  in  the  words  following,  viz. 

"  Whereas  this  House  have  been  informed  of  Repeated  Abuses  and  Mismanage- 
"ments  among  the  Forces  now  in  Pay,  tending  to  the  dishonour  and  damage  of  the 
"Government,  and  are  desirous  to  use  all  proper  and  suitable  Methods  for  the  full 
"discovery  thereof,  and  to  effect  the  same.  Have  sent  a  Committee  from  the  House  to  in- 
"quire  into  those  Rumours,  and  Report  how  they  find  things: 

"We  the  Representatives  do  most  earnestly  desire  Your  Excellency's  Orders 
"by  the  said  Committee  to  the  Commanding  Officer,  and  all  others  in  Command 
"there,  to  pay  all  proper  deference  to  the  Vote  and  Order  of  this  House  respect- 
"  ing  that  Matter.    Sent  by  Mr.  Menzeis,  Mr.  Spurr,  and  Mr.  Dyer. 

And  the  Govemour's  Order  thereon  was  in  the  words  following: 
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Boston,  Novemh.  \jth.   1722. 
To  the  Officer,  Commander  in  Chief  at  the  Eastward. 

I  Do  hereby  give  Orders  to  the  Commanding  Officer,  and  all  other  Inferiour 
Officers,  to  pay  deference  to  the  Committee;  and  do  expect  that  the  Com- 
mittee lay  first  before  me  that  Report  as  Captain  General,  and  afterwards  upon 
desire  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  it  shall  be  laid  before  them.  [  44  ] 

And  on  Tuesday  following  came  into  a  Vote  appointing  a  Committee  to  go  to 
the  Western  Frontiers,  for  the  aforesaid  Ends  and  Purposes,  and  in  the  same  Way 
and  Method  that  the  Eastern  Committee  proceeded  in. 

This  House  having  now  Maturely  Read  over  the  Returns  of  those  Committees, 
and  duly  examined  several  Matters  touching  the  Muster-Rolls,  and  other  things 
got  into  practice  among  the  Forces. 

The  Committee  observe  on  the  Muster-RoU  of  Capt.  Francis  Barker, 

signed  by  himself: 
That  Ten  Men  were  absent  on  Furlow,  One  of  which  upwards  of  Two  Months; 
Another  more  than  Six  Months,  besides  one  Man  more  that  the  Committee  car- 
ried to  his  Port,  who  informed  them,  That  he  had  been  absent  above  Eight  Weeks: 
and  in  the  same  Roll  Five  Men  have  been  discharged  from  the  Service,  Four  of 
them  by  advice  of  A-Iaj.  Moodey,  the  other  by  the  Captains  own  order.  And  that 
Five  Men  belonging  to  the  County  of  York,  (exclusive  of  Sawyer  the  Ferry-man) 
are  born  on  that  Roll. 

On  the  Muster-Roll  of  Capt.  Edmund  Ward, 
signed  by  himself: 
That  Fifteen  Men  have  been  discharged  from  the  Service,  Four  of  whom  by  the 
Captain  General,  One  by  Col.  Walton,  One  by  Maj.

That  Four  Men  are  absent  on  Furlow,  Three  of  whom  above  a  Month,  and 
Sixteen  belonging  to  the  County  of  York. 

We  further  observ'e.  That  some  of  the  Men  were  very  much  disordered  with 
Drink,  That  the  Garrisons  were  very  remiss  in  not  keeping  good  Watches,  espe- 
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cially  in  the  Night;  but  more  particularly  at  the  Town  of  Falmouth,  when  the  Com- 
mittee that  went  Eastward  were  there,  they  March'd  through  that  Town  Twice 
one  Night  and  was  not  hal'd  by  any  Garrison  there,  tho  there  were  several  Com- 
panies in  the  Town  at  the  same  time;  and  in  their  walking  the  Rounds  they  were 
at  the  Beach  where  the  Whale-boats  were  hailed  up,  and  they  could  easily  put 
them  into  the  Water  without  being  discovered;  and  that  they  were  inform'd  by 
several  Officers  and  Souldiers  there.  That  there  had  not  been  any  Scouting  in 
those  parts  for  a  considerable  time  past. 

On  the  Muster-Roll  of  Col.  Eleazer  Tyng,

That  there  were  Five  Inhabitants,  and  Four  Men  dismiss'd  by  the  Colo- 
nel's Order.

On  Lancaster-RoW,  There  were  Seven  Inhabitants,  and  two  Men  dismiss'd.

That  there  were  Nine  Men  Dismissed  by  Order  of  Col.  Chandler. 
The  Rolls  at  Leicester,  Shrewsbury  and  Brinifield  not  being  here,  we  find  them 
disbanded;  and  were  all  disbanded  before  the  Committee  got  there.     So  a  List  not 
taken. 

By  Informations  given,  The  Committee  that  find  Capt.  Ji'illard  and  Serj. 
Buckminster  have  Dismissed  diverse  Men,  and  taken  others  into  the  Service  for 
the  Lucre  of  Gain,  That  Serj.  Buckminster  did  not  attend  his  Duty  as  a  Serjeant 
at  Groton,  above  a  Third  part  of  the  Time  the  Soldiers  were  there.  That  Capt. 
Wiliard,  tho'  only  a  Serjeant  at  Lancaster,  presum'd  to  Dismiss  Men  in  Groton, 
and  particularly  one  Samuel  Davis  posted  at  Fainsworth's  Garrison,  whom  he  has 
notwithstanding  Continued  on  his  Roll,  till  the  Dismission  of  Groton  Men. 

BY  all  which,  We  are  humbly  of  Opinion,  That  as  matters  have  been  man- 
aged, by  the  Officers  and  Souldiers  since  the  War,  the  Methods  agreed  upon 
by  this  Court  for  Prosecuting  the  same  have  not  been  attended,  nor  the  Inhab- 
itants on  the  Frontiers  taken  Care  of,  as  they  ought  to  have  been,  more  particu- 
larly in  suffering  so  many  to  be  absent  on  Furlows  at  one  and  the  same  time,  and 
taking  in  such  Numbers  of  the  Inhabitants  there,  in  the  Room  of  Men  sent  from 
the  other  Towns;  by  which  Means  the  Army  is  verj'  much  enfeebled,  and  not 
likely  to  do  any  great  spoil  upon  the  Enemy.  That  if  a  speedy  Remedy  is  not 
agreed  upon  by  this  Court,  for  the  putting  an  end  to  such  Corrupt  Practices,  it 
will  be  to  little  or  no  purpose  to  raise  either  Men  or  Money,  to  pursue  the  present 
War.  But  We  hope,  shou'd  the  Rules  and  Orders  Reported  by  the  Committee  of 
both  Houses,  respecting  Prosecuting  the  War,  be  Enacted,  they  would  have  a 
tendency  to  prevent  the  like  mischievous  Practices  for  the  future.  And  that  if 
upon  proper  Application  to  His  Excellency  the  Govemour,  He  shall  see  meet  to 
make  some  Alterations  in  His  Power  only,  there  may  be  a  hopeful  Prospect  of 
Prosecuting  the  War,  by  the  Blessing  of  G  O  D,  to  some  good  Effect.  Sent  up. 

Penn  Toivnsend  Esq;  brought  down  the  Report  of  the  Committee  for  War  new 
entred.     Read  and  accepted  in  Council,  and  sent  down  for  Concurrence. 

Read  and  Concurred  with  Amendment.  Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 
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A  Petition  signed  by  137  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Marhlehead,  praying,  That 
Fort-Mary  at  Winter-Harbour  might  be  continued  for  the  benefit  of  the  Fishery, 
for  reasons  therein.  Read. 

An  Accompt  signed  Joshua  Pasher,  amounting  to  /.  17  10  j.  for  Summoning 
Witnesses  against  Col.  Buckminster,  subsisting  them,  and  his  attending  the 
House.  Read  and  Committed. 

An  Accompt  signed  Jacob  Callings  of  Lynn,  amounting  to  /.  I  1 1  j.  for  attending 
this  Court  as  an  Evidence  against  Maj.  Moodey. 
Read  and  Ordered  to  iy  on  the  Table. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Dwight  go  up  to  the  Board  and  inform  them,  That  this 
House  has  nothing  lying  before  them,  and  desire  to  know  if  they  may  expect  any 
thing  down  this  Evening. 

A  Message  by  Paul  Dudley  Esq;  That  the  Board  have  Concurr'd  with  the  Vote 
of  this  House  on  the  Report  of  the  Committee  for  War:  And  have  nothing  to  send 
down.

Whether  he  be  to  blame  for  the  Neglect  of  the  Watch  at  his  Garrison  when  he  was  at 
home? 

Resolv'd  in  the  Affirmative. 
Whether  it  was  proved  that  Maj.  Moodey  did  unreasonably  and  contrary  to  his 
Duty,  draw  off  the  People  from  Topsham  ?  Resolved  in  the  Negative. 

Whether  it  was  proved  that  Mr.  Moodey  did  unreasonably,  and  contrary  to  his 
Duty,  Deny  Lieut.  Hilton  the  Whale-boats  he  desired,  to  go  in  quest  of  the  Indians? 
Resolved  in  the  Negative. 
Voted,  That  His  Excellency  be  desired  to  reprimand  Maj.  Moodey,  for  his 
Neglect  of  keeping  a  good  Watch  at  his  Garrison;  and  also  Charge  him  carefully 
to  do  the  Duty  of  his  Post,  in  that  and  all  other  Respects  for  the  future. 
Sent  down  for  Concurrence. 
Read,  and  Voted  Paragraph  by  Paragraph,  and  the  following  Questions  were 
put: 

1.  Whether  the  Complaints  against  Maj.  Moodey /or  allowing  his  Souldiers  in 
Excessive  Drinking,  and  in  Intemperance,  has  been  proved? 

It  passed  in  the  Affirmative,  being  proved  by  the  Testimonys  of  Jacob  Collings, 

Daniel  Ingerson,  Henry  Newell,  Samuel  Bucknam,  Dominicus  Jordan   and 
Jonathan  Kelton. 

2.  Whether  it  were  proved,  That  Maj.  Moodey  did  Unreasonably  and  Contrary  to 
his  Duty,  deny  assistance  to  the  Inhabitants,  when  demanded? 

It  passed  in  the  Affirmative.  Proved  by  Samuel  Bucknam,  Jacob  Collings  and 
Dominicus  Jordan. 

3.  Whether  it  was  proved.  That  the  Watch  was  not  duely  kept  at  Maj.  Moodey's 
Garrison  in  the  Night  Season,  and  at  such  Times  when  he  was  at  home? 

It  passed  in  the  Affirmative.   Proved  by  Jacob  Collings,  Daniel  Ingerson  and 
Henry  Newell. 

4.  Whether  Maj.  Moodey  was  to  blame  for  the  neglect  of  the  Watch  at  his  Garrison 
when  at  home?  It  passed  in  the  Affirmative.  [  49  ] 

5.  Whether  it  was  proved.  That  Maj.  Moodey  did  Unreasonably  and  Contrary  to 
his  Duty  draw  off  the  People  from  Topsham  ? 

Not  put  to  Vote,  because  the  Witnesses  Summoned  were  not  yet  come. 

6.  Whether  it  was  proved,  That  Maj.  Moodey  did  contrary  to  his  Duty  deny  Lieut. 
Hilton  the  Whale-boats,  when  desired,  to  go  in  quest  of  the  Indians? 

It  passed  in  the  Affirmative. 
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And  the  Question  being  put,  Whether  the  House  Concurr  with  the  Board,  to  desire 
His  Excellency  to  reprimand  Maj.  Moodey  for  his  neglect  of  keeping  Watch  at  his 
Garriso7i?  &.C.  And  it  passed  in  the  Negative. 

A  Message  by  Mr.  Secretary,  viz.  His  Excellency  Orders  me  to  acquaint  this 
Honourable  House,  That  Col.  Walton  is  now  waiting;  and  if  the  House  desires  to 
ask  him  any  Questions  relating  to  his  Conduct,  he  shall  attend  the  whole  Court 
with  his  Journal  to-morrow  Morning  at  lo  a-Clock. 
Read,  and  in  answer  to  said  Message: 
Resolved.  That  it  was  the  intent  and  meaning  of  this  House  in  desiring  that  Col. 

And  that  this 
House  apprehend  they  have  sufficient  reason  for  their  so  doing.  And  do  therefore 
renew  their  desire  for  the  accomplishment  thereof.
